RAILWAY EiNTEllPKISE. 

The project is again revived to construct 
a railway from Victoria to Shoal uBarjiiur, 
Saanich peninsula ; a ferry from thence to 
a point on the mainland at or near the 
mouth of tho'Frnser river, and a branch 
line from there I o Westminster, extend- 
ing the line from Ladiier's Landing to 
connect with the Aniei ioan ayatom of rail- 
ways at Boundary Hay. Aa will be .seen 
by reference to our local cohinms, a com- 
pany has been foriuod to prosecute the 
work, and ai>plication will be made to the 
Dominion and Provincial parliaments for 
charters to enable the promoters to carry 
out the scheme.^ It is expected the pro- 
posed line will bo in runnincr order within 
two years from the time the charter is ob 
tairied. ' The distance from Victoria to 
Shoal Harbor will be 18 miles; the ferry 
to the mainland, about 25 miles, and 12 
or i;{ miles by rail to Westminster. At 
the uiouth of Kraser river will be erected 
a mole oxlonding to deei> water where the 
trains will connect with the ferry, 
and it is fully expected that the 
entiru distance of . loss than 00 
miles from Victoria to Westminster 
will be nmde inside of two lumrs. This 
scheum wijl bring Victoria into close con 
nuction with the Canadian Pacitio and 
the American system of railways, and 
with the extensicui of tho E. A N. branch 
line to Heecher Hay and a ferry to the 
American aide, the (d)ii'ctive point of tin 
Soiitberii Pacific, Victoria will holil tin 
coinuRU-cial kiiy of the Noil li Pacific and 
will attain a an|>r<!macy lieyond rivaliy. 
I'lie capitjil [or the scheme will bo forth 
coming when required, and the promotora 
Imve taken the nmtter in liand with a du 
termination to accomplish the object they 
have in view and make Victoria what 
nature designed her to be, with her nmni 
fold advantages, the commei-cial eidreijul 
of the Pacific Northwest. While other 
cities are forming plans t<i accompliah 
railway connection with their southern 
neighbors, it will be aeeiilhat N'ictoiia 
not been idle. The time has now arrived ti 
tjike the lead, and as all alike will be ben 
tited every citizen should unite in an 
otl'ort to facilitate the proposed work^

The toot, toot of tho whistle gave notice 
of the alr.amer'o departure, and as tho day 
was bright and calm the Okanagon caused 
the silvery spi-ay to aparkle as the bow 
phinghed the beautiful water that boro 
lier uiion its boaoni. To our right for six 
miles was to bo soon a fairly cultivated 
Indiap reiiiQrre^.where w of a vill- 

age exists. ' Skirting the beach wore to ho 
seen poplars, willows, etc., but overhead, 
"thu curling smoke told Iho": wigwam 
(cabin) was near." A few miles from the 
lake and back of tho reserve, a number of 
lue-eniplious have been entered recently, 
among the rest the mombers of the steam- 
boat 'company havg taken up claims; 
wo learn there are openings for 'other set- 
tlers. One party mooting a bear, named 
his phice "Bear Uaneb." Oume is plen- 
tiful. Some aoveii or eight miles down to 
thu left (after pa.ssing more Indian re- 
serve) we reached the point at the arm 
turning toward Vernon, (formerly known 
as Priest's Valley), the distance to land- 
ing being about two miles, anil D^dut an 
equal distance by road to the town. The 
valley near tho landing is owned by 
Messrs. Broiison & Brewer, C. O'Keefe, 
riieenhow .•ind ( lorwar, and tho' property is 
valuable. The government building and 
property displays the excellent taste of 
Ollicer Dewdney and adds greatly to the 
improvement of Vernon. Mr. Cameron's 
store, as wull a.i that of tho Hudson's Bay 
company, keeps large stocks of superior 
goods, and the hotels kept by Messrs. 
Christian and Eastwood, furnish the 
necessjiry accommodation lo traveliirs. 
Mr. Fred, liariies' cabinet shop and Mr. 
Mor/in's carpenter shop prove a convenience 
to patrons. Tho school is under tho care 
of Mr. riann;i, who gives, wo learned, 
good satisfaction. The village black- 
smiths are Messrs. Snyder and Henry 
ShultiS. Tho [dace has also a barber, 
Mr. Peter 'Watson, and a aurveyor's of- 
fice — Mr. Corzell, attentive to all orders 
ill his line of business. Near by, Mr. 
Price ICIIison lias a line property and 
with his family evidently enjoys life. 'I'ho 
Lyons Bros,, reside a few miles oil", and 
IVfr. Vernon and other old timers have ex- 
tensive ranches up NVhito Valley, Cold 
Stream, etc. 

Steaming past jYernon the laiidscapo 
riveted attention. ' The banks gradually 
ascetid until mountainous roi^iQiis appear. 
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.SUtl.Vll LOAI'-l'KAK 

Is in view, and a abort distance from 
Fallbrook Ranch, owned by Capt, Shorts, 
is to be seen the mountain now known as 
the Sleeping Beaver; also tho Hamill 
I'e.'ik. For a considerable distance do.wn 
llie w est shore presents a rough appear- 
ance. Upon the east side a few miles 
bolow the left arm is Picnic Pouit, a de- 
lightful landing for a party seeking on- 
joymeiit. Close by are tho Two Sisters, 
two small islands, A couple-'''of miles 
further is another island of a non-produc- 
ing charaoter.

Attention is 
turning to fruit raising, and tho prospect 
is'gQQ^tho present year for a fair yield in 
app)es,.,at the Mission, at Messrs. Le- 
quiemes and Christians, while Mr. Knox 
and others have a good ])romi.se in their 
new orchards. I 'nfortunatoly many of 
the trees set out last season had been 
injured by tho frost ia crossing the Rockies

Having taken on board two tons pf 
Hour for iMcssrs. Le<(uiome ife Co. to go 
to Rock Creek over the ]iack trail at the 
foot of the lake, the bnat again started. 
Nearly ojipositn the Mission, width across 
lirobalily four miles, is the Aruistroiig and 
I'liitlip.s ranch, where the former lost his 
life in a ipiarrol with the Iattor-ri!-& rifle 
going oil and cipis(ing death — the' last 
iiaiiicd was tried al Kainloo|iH in 1880 
and aci|uiLtcd, Llu- .jury looking upon Lliu 
shooting as accidonliil.
